ATLANTA (U P I) — Fiery Lt. Gov. Lester Maddox, 
trying to becom e G eorgia's first repeat governor in 30 
years, easily won a plurality of votes in the D em ocratic 
prim ary Tuesday night, but w as forced into runoff by the 
12-man field. The one-tim e ax-handle foe of desegregation 
held a com m anding lead over his nearest challenger but 
failed to win the necessary 50 1 per cent of the votes to 
avoid a second race. 


Wildcat Strike 


HARTFORD CITY, Ind (U PI) — M embers of the 
carpenters union struck Tuesday against the Overhead 
Door Corp. plant here in a dispute over safety conditions 
and m edical facilities. The wildcat strike involved about 
75 per cent of the plant's 350 em ployes, who are m em bers 
off Local 247 of the Brotherhood of Carpenters and Joinere. 
The strike apparently was triggered by an accident at the 
plant Monday night. A fem ale em ploye suffered cuts to 
her face when an exhaust fan caught her hair and pulled 
her into the blades.

Word w as 
received here Tuesday that two-year-old Jenny, who 
underw ent tra n sp la n t su rgery a t the U n iv ersity of 
Colorado M edical Center at Denver in June, died shortly 
before midnight Monday at the Colorado hospital. Doctors 
said death w as due to pneumonia and com plications 
involved in the liver function, including blockage of the 
bile duct.

Tropical Storm Gains Strength 


MIAMI (U PI) — Tropical storm Alma, first of the 
Atlantic season, raced toward the story book islands of 
Trinidad and Tobago along the east fringe of the 
Caribbean Sea Tuesday night, threatening to becom e a 
full hurricane At midnight EDT the storm was located 
about 250 m iles due east of Trinidad and moving toward 
the mountainous island at 23 m iles per hour The National 
Weather Service at San Juan, P H.. plotted the storm ’s 
westward course and found that if m aintained, it would 
travel through a narrow 20-mile wide passage between 
Trinidad and Tobago, to the north, early today.

A new ICC reg­ 
ulation requires moving com­ 
panies to give the booklet to 
prospective customers (which 
means you should not sign a 
contract to have your furni­ 
ture moved until you have 
received the booklet). 


The booklet: 
• Lists “ do's and don’ts.” 


• Explains how weight 
is computed and checked. 


• Provides money-saving 
tips. 
• Recommends 
packing 
methods. 
• Gives the address of 
the nearest ICC ficdd office in 
case you need additional in­ 
formation. 
The booklet also gives 
suggestions on 
selecting

GOLD WATER YES! 


Experts in malignity may consider what happened to 
■ou.r most recent President as the prime example of how a 
man may be destroyed by a persistant campaign of verbai 
attack They forget something. 
The classic performance beat the Nix on-beaters by 
exactly a decade. 
Ten years ago. Barry Goldwater ran for the Presidency 
and the nation was told that he was a Nazi, though Jew ish 
a racist, though he had done more for integration in sem.ii- 
Southern Arizona than anybody; an enemy of the old 
folks, though he wanted to keep their money sound; and a 
war monger, because he believed the I ’nited States should 
be strong enough to enforce the peace. 
The campaign against him worked, and his opponent 
was elected thumpingly, leading rise to the remark that 
“ they told me if 1 voted for Goldwater, we'd get a war 
Well, I did. and we got a war.” 
The interesting thing about it was that the war was 
already going on. and the policy that prevented our 
winning it was already in full swing. 
Since the 1964 election, many Americans who voted 
against Barry Goldwater have realized that they made a 
mistake. They have realized that they voted against a 
man w ho was beaten largely because he was honest; and 
events that have occurred since have convinced them that 
honesty is, after all. a valuable trait. 
We believe that one way for President Ford to rectify a 
historical injustice would be to appoint Barry Goldwater 
to the vice presidency. We believe that, although he has 
many opponents in the Senate, he has enough friends to 
ratify his appointment. 
We believe furthermore that he would make a splendid 
Vice President or Preisdent. if the case arose. 
So. although the President will probably never hear our 
plea, since he's a very busy man, we still ask him to 
nominate Mr. Goldwater, the peddler's grandson from 
Arizona

NIXON NOT ALONE 
While we hold that President Nixon should not have 
yielded to the hysteria of the moment and resigned—and 
while we can agree that he was toa degree “ hounded” out 
of office — we wonder at the memories of some of our 
friends who believe he was investigated, re-investigated 
and investigated again by the Congress, the Internal 
Revenue Service and the press for dealings that other 
presidents got away with 
Surely they can remember, or at least have read about, 
the vitriolic attacks by public figures and by the press on 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, the scandals turned up 
in the Harry S. Truman administration and that of Dw ight 
D. Eisenhower, the intensive efforts to dig up “ dirt” about 
John F. Kennedy, and the hatred built up by many against 
Lyndon B. Johnson — who might also have been con 
sidered to “ hounded" from office. 
No national leader is immune from that treatment. Few 
are so favored as to have no detractors. 
The others largely were able to elude the baying hounds 
— sometimes simply by ‘‘eom ing clean. ” Not Nixon. E ven 
strong supporters consider he has admitted involvement 
in the Watergate burglary cover-up, that his defenses 
from the beginning were ill managed and his political 
moves pa.i.nfuIly maladroit. 
Don't put the blame for Nixon’s fall at the door of in­ 
vestigators alone. At least as much belongs to the man 
himself and to his own aides and advisers. That 
realization alone can. speed the process of healing the 
nation’s wounds from Watergate and the resignation

However, I wonder if there is 
any real merit in a marathon 
reading of its pages by a group 
It is great to read it from 
cover to cover. I would en­ 
courage anyone wishing *o do so 
to get a modern version and 
read it in such a way to apply its ! 
teachings to their lives. In fact, 
the Christian reads his Bible for 
a number of valid reasons Here ; 
are a few. 
1. He reads it because it is 
God's message to His children 
Have you ever watched your 
mailbox for a letter from a loved 
one9 Well, that's what the Bible 
is. It is God's love letter to you 
In it he lets you know of His 
Love given through His Son. 
Jesus. As we devour every word 
from a loved one's letter, in the 
same way we read God's love 
letter to us - The Bible. 
2. The Christian reads the 
Bible for spiritual help God’s 
child lives by faith in a world of 
trouble, sorrow, war and crime 
He needs to know God is with 
him in the world he lives. Our 
Lord has promised He would 
never leave or forsake His 
children. Jesus promised that 
He would be “ with you always 
even unto the end of the world." 
It is in the pages of Holy

3. We read it to learn more 
about God. We are human, finite 
and limited.
